Trying Out a New Pump. 


O.-G. Malde returned, on Saturday 


from Burnett county where he had 
spent about a week trying out a new 
pump which he has rigged up fir use 
on cranberry marshes. The pump is 
on the screw order and very simple 
in design and Mr. Malde is of the o- 
pinion that it can be made for aljout 
thirty-five dollars, and that it will do 
the work of a much more expensive 
pump, and that it can .be driven with 
less power than any now on the mar- 
Vet. Cranberry men have realized for 
several years past that in order to be 
sure of having water during dry sea- 
sons that it would be necessary to re- 
sort to the use of pumps, and thus use 
the water over and over again, and 
by. this method have a surplus in their 
reservoifs regardless of whether there 
is any rain or not. With nh'M end in 
view they have been experimenting 
v.-ith different makes of pump:!, but 
most of them have proven expensive 
to install, and cost considerable to 
operate after they are put in. As a 
general thing it is only necessary to 
raise 'the water three or four feet to 
get it back into the reservoir, they 
want a pump that will handle a largo 
volume of water in preference to one 
that will force it to a great hight. It 
was with these ideas in mind that Mr. 
M.ilde made his pump, and so far as 
•t has been tried out it has proven a 
great success.

These bonds 
will be negotiable and can be passed 
from hand to had as readily as actual 
money. 
•The association to be formed under 


this act will, be similar to the joint 
stock mortgage banks of Germany, of 
which' there were 27,xwith outstand- 
ing loans aggregating two and one- 
quarter billion dollars in 1911. 


To operate under the Wisconsin act 


15 or more persons must incorporate 
with a capital stock of not less than 
$10 000. The funds of the association 
are' loaned on first mortgage securi- 
ties, and the association may deposit 
the securities with the state treasurer, 
and then issue negotiable bonds equal 
in" amount-, to the securities 
depos- 


The act makes every provision for 


safeguarding -the purchasers of these 
bonds. 
The associations formed un- 


der the act and their operations are 
completely under the control and su- 
pervision of the state commissioner 
of banking. They are to be examined 
by him periodically, and generally are 
subject to as close or even closer su- 
pervision and scrutiny than are state 
banks. The law provides that at no 
time shall the amount of bonds issued 
exceed the amount of mortgages on 
deposit with the state treasurer.

try.. The pending currency';bill? docs, 
the ^farmers: a great serviced; It ^puts 
th'e'ni'upotv an'1 equal footing/with oth- 
er'- business men and; masters of en- 
terprise,,: as :itv should; and upon its 
passage they will find .'themselves quit 
of many of (.he difficulties which now, 
hamper them, in , the .field of credit. 
The farmers; of course, 
ask 
'and 


should be given-no -special privilege, 
such as extending to: them ;the credit 
of the government itself. What they 
need and should obtain is legislation 
whlchvwill make: their own .abundant 
and:substantial credit;resources avail- 
able as a foundation for Joint, con- 
certed local actions in their" own be- 
half., in getting the-capital, they must 
use. .It Is to this we should now ad- 
dress ourselves. ^ 


Allowed to Lag. ' 


It- has, singularly enough,, come to 


pass that we have allowed the. indus- 
try of 'our farms, to, lag behind ';.the 
other activities, of th'e 'country, in its 
development. ;I need/not stop to tell 


1 you how fundamental to the life of 
the Nation is'the production of its 
food. 
Our thoughts . may ordinarily 


be concentrated'upon tho cities and 
the hives or industry, upon the cries 
of'the crowded market place and the: 
clangor of the factory, but it is from 
the quiet interspaces of the open .val- 
leys .and- the free hillsides .that wo 
draw 'the sources of life and of pros- 
parity, from the farm and the ranch, 
from, the' forest and the mine.: With- 
out these every street would be 'si- 
lent, every office deserted, every fac- 
tory fallen into disrepair. 
And yet 


the farmer does not stan'd upon the 
same footing with the forester and the 
miner In the market of credit. He .Is 
the servant of the seasons,. Nature 
determines how long he must .watt for 
his'crops, and will not be hurried in. 
herHwocesses. He may give his note, 
but the season of its.maturity Depends 
upon the season when his crop ma- 
tures/, lies at the gktes. of. the market 
where his products are sold. And the 
security he gives Is of a character not 
known 'in the broker's office or as fa- 
miliarly as it might be on the counter 
of the banker. 
. 


Efficiency In Farming. 


The agricultural department of the 


government is seeking to assist as 
never before to make fanning an effl-. 
cicnt business, of wide co-operative ef- 
fort, in quick touch with the markets 
for 'foodstuffs. 
The farmers and the 


government will' henceforth work to- 
gether as real partners in this field, 
where we now begin to see our way 
very clearly and where muny intelli- 
gent plans are already being put into 
execution. "The treasury o£ the Uni- 
ted States has, by a timely and well- 
considered distribution of its depos- 
its, facilitated the moving of the crops 
in the present season and prevented 
the scarcity of available funds too oft- 
en experienced at 
such, times. 
But 


we must not allow, ourselves to de- 
pend upon extraordinary expedients. 
We must add tho means by which the 
far.mer may make his credit constant- 
ly and easily available and command 
when he will the capital by which to 
support and expand his business. We 
lag behind many other great countries 
6£ tho modern world in attempting to 
do this. Systems of rural credit have 
been studied and developed on the 
other side pf the water while we left 
our farmers to shift for themselves in 
tlie : ordinary' money ' market. 
-You 


have but to look about 'you, In any 
rural district to seo the. result, the 
handicap andvembarrassmcnt which 
have been put upon those who pro- 
duce, our food. 


Study Rural.Credlt. 


Conscious of thin backwardness and 


neglect on our part, the congress re- 
cently authorized the creation of a 
special commission to study the vari- 
ous. systems of rural 'credit 
which

I hope and believe 
that the committees of the senate and 
house Tvill address themselves to this 
natter-with £he most fruitful roaults, 
and I believe that the studies and re- 
cently formed plans of the depart- 
nent of agriculture may be made to 
sorve them very greatly in their work 
o:

did presumptuous In anyone to dog- 
ir atize xipofc BO great and many-sided 
a question, but I feel confident that 
common counsel will produce tho re- 
sults we must all desire. 


Let Sherman Law-Stand. 


Turn from the farm to the -world of 


business which centers in'the city and 
in tho factory/ and I think that all 
thoughtful observers will agree that 
the immediate service- we owe 
the 


business communities of the country 
is to prevent private monopoly more 
effectually than it has yet been pro- 
vented. I think It will be easily agreed 
that we sbould let the Sherman anti- 
trust law stand, unaltered,' as it is, 
with i^s debatable ground 'about It, 
but that we should as much as possi- 
ble reduce the area of that debatable 
ground by further and more «xpllclt 
legislation; and should also supple- 
ment that great act 
by legislation 


which will not only clarify It but also 
facilitate its administration and make 
it fairer to all concerned. 
No doubt 


wo shall all wish, and the country will 
expect, this to be the central subject 
of our deliberations during the pres- 
ent session; but it is a subject so 
many-sided and so deserving of care- 
ful and discriminating discussion that 
I shall take the/liberty of addressing 
you upon it in a special message at a 
.later date-than this. It is.of capital 
Importance .that the business men of 
tills country; should be relieved of all 
ttncertainties of law with regard to 
their enterprises, and investments and 
ai clear path indicated which they can 
travel without anxiety. It is as Im- 
portant that they should be relieved 
of embarrassment and set 
free 
to

should be destroyed. 
The ways of 


action should be thrown wide open. 


I, turn to a subject which 
I hope 


can be handled promptly and with- 
out serious controversy of any kind.

for the retention of party conventions, 
but'only for the purpose of'declaring 
arid' acceptlng the verdict1 of the pri- 
maries and formulating tho platforms 
of the parties; and I suggest that 
these conventions should consist, not 
of delegates chosen for this single,puiv 
pose,: but of the nominees for con- 
gress/Hhe nominees for vacant scats 
in the senate of the United States, the 
senators whoso terms hr.ve not yet 
closed, 
the 
national ' committees, 


and the candidates for the presidency 
themselves, in .order that platfoi;ms 
may bo framed by those responsible to 
the' people for carrying them iuto ef- 
fect.

' ' Independence for Philippines. 


. Theso are.all,.matters of vital do- 
mestic concern, and besides them, out- 
side the charmed circle of, our'own 
national life In which our affections 
command . us, as well 
as- our con- 


sciences'^ there stand out our obliga- 
tions toward our territories over soa. 
Here we are. trustees. Porto Rico, 
Hawaii, the Philippines, are ours.ionce 
regarded as mere possessions, are no 
longer to be selfishly exploited;, they 
are part of tho domain of public con- 
science and of serviceable and enlight- 
ened statesmanship. We must admin- 
ister them for the people who live in 
thorn and with the same sense of re- 
sponsibility to them aa toward our, 
own people in our Domestic affairs. No 
doubt wo shall successfully enough 
bind Porto Rico and the .Hawaiian 1s- 
lljmds to ourselves by ties of Justce 
and affection, but the performance of 
our duty toward the Philippines is a 
more difficult and debatable .matter. 
We can satisfy the obligations of gen- 
erous justice toward the ' people of 
Porto Rico by giving them the ample 
and familiar rights and privileges ac- 
corded our own citizens in our own 
territory and our obligations toward 
the people of Hawaii by perfecting the 
provisions of self-government already 
granted them, but in the Philippines 
we must go further. 
We must, hold 


steadily in view their ultimate inde- 
pendence, and we must move toward 
the Lime of that 
independence 
as 


steadily as the way can be clea. Jd and 
the foundations thoughtfully and per- 
manently laid. 


Test of Responsibility. 


Acting under the authority con- 


ferred upon the president by congress, 
I have already accorded the people pf 
the islands a majority in both houses 
of their legislative body by appointing 
five instead of four native citizens to 
the membership of the commission. I 
believe that In this way we 
shall 


make proof of their capacity in coun- 
sel and their sense of the responsibil- 
ity in the Gxercisc of political power, 
and that the success of this step will 
be; sura to clear our view for the steps 
which are to follow. 
Step by step 


we should extend and perfect the sys- 
tem of self-government In tbe islands, 
making test of them and modifying 
them as experience discloses their 
successes and their failures; that we

HANISH FOUND GUILTY

They are to be examined 
by him periodically, and generally are 
subject to as close or even closer su- 
pervision and scrutiny than are state 
banks. The law provides that at no 
time shall the amount of bonds issued 
exceed the amount of mortgages on 
deposit with the state treasurer.

This holds exactly the same truth 
value a* the old-time idea that t^e 
smart boy of the family ought to be- 
come a lawyer." The result of this 
teaching Is sure to be a lot of square 
pegs in round holes— boys with ' no 
liking for farm life,, no, ability to mas-> 
tor Its business side, no mechanical 
skill, drudging their lives away in an 
uncongenial 
calling. Unfortunately 


not every boy is adaptable enough to 
mako a good farmer. When t 
yer, who finds his own profession sad- 
ly ovor-crov/dod, urges tho countrv 
boy to become a farmer, perhaps" It 
does not occur to him td say what kln-d 
of a. farmer he means. Some thirty 
separate and distinct lines of business 
march under that name "farmer." 
Bach, to bo profitable, requires a high 
degree of skill and business foresight. 
It Is no disparagement of successful^ 
bankers and attorneys and merchants 
to say that theirs Is tho easier task — 
that to make money on tho .farm, and 
by farming rather than from tho rise 
In land values, Is a bigger Job than to 
run tho average morcanitile business, 
Before wo insist that the' boy stay on 
tho farm we ought to mfl.ko sure that 
he belongs there. 
Without question 


tho farm la going to be' desirable In 
tho years to come, but it is going to 
take special ability to h^ld one's own 
In tho profession of agriculture. It in 
sheer waste of mankind tovmake1 u 
bungling farmer out of a good lawyer 
or banker. It is bad social uplift' to 
Imbue the boy with the idea' that-farm 
life Is easy. The dollars come about 
ns hard there as anywhere in -' the 
world, if he chooses tho farm asrthe 
place where he desires to work | out 
tho. problem of living, the young man 
should do sp with a mlrid. clear toi the 
fact that his Is the most exacting pro- 
fession .of all, and that he m,ust be 
workman, student, business man,,;and 
sclentlst'all in one. Given a healthful 
homo and school life the average coun- 
try boy will work out his 
problem 


for 'himself. We need remember that 
our position as advisor or parent does 
not rightfully permit us to work it 
out for him; the less so 'when we' at- 
tempt to deal with boys as a class, land 
not with the individual boy.— Farm

Washington, Dec. 3.—The Illinois 


child labor law, which prohibits the 
employment of bojs under sixteen 
years of age, at dangerous occupa- 
tions, was declared valid in a decision 
of the Supreme court Monday, 


Justice Hughes, who delivered the 


opinion, said that manufacturers of 
Illinois could be compelled by the 
state "at their peril to ascertain the 
ages of children employed by them 
and declared there could be no pos- 
sible constitutional objection to the 


law. 


That the stale courts of Indiana 


had the right to prevent the gov- 
ernment and state officials from sub- 
mitting to the people for adoption a 
new constitution fiamed by the legis- 
lature in 1911, was the decision of the 
Supreme court.

This the act 
proposes to accomplish by bond is- 
sues, the bonds to be secured by first 
mortgage on real estate. These bonds 
will be negotiable aud can be passed 
from hand to had as readily as actual 
money. 


The association w be formed under 


this act will be similar to the joint 
stock mortgage banks of Germany, of 
which there were 27, with outstand- 
ing loans aggregating two and one- 
quarter billion dollars in 1911. 


To operate under the Wisconsin act 


15 or more persons must incorporate 
with a capital stock of not less than 
$10,000. 
The funds of the association 


are loaned on first mortgage securi- 
ties, and the association may deposit 
the securities with the state treasurer, 
and then issue negotiable bonds equal 
in amount to the securities 
depos- 


ited. 


The act makes every provision for 


safeguarding the purchasers of these 
bonds. 
The associations formed un- 


der the act and their operations are 
completely under the control and su- 
pervision of the state Oommissioner 
of banking 
They are to be examined 


by him periodically, and generally are 
subject to as close or even closer su- 
pervision and scrutiny than are state 
banks. The law provides that at no 
time shall the amount of bonds issued 
exceed the amount of mortgages on 
deposit with the state treasurer.

Washington, Dec. 2.—The following- 


IB President Wilson's complete mes- 
eage delivered to congress today: 


In pursuance .of my constitutional 


duty" to "give to the congress informa- 
tion of the state of the Union," I take 
the liberty of addressing you on sev- 
eral matters which ought,.as it seems 
to me, particularly to engage the at- 
tention of your honorable bodies, as 
of all who study the welfare of the 
nation. . 
. 
. 
. 
• 
I shall ask your indulgence if I ven- 


ture to depart in some degree from 
the usual custom of setting before you 
in formal review the-many matters 
•which have' engaged -the attention and 
called for the. action of the several 
departments of the government or 
which look to them for early treat- 
ment in the future, because the list 
is long very long, and would suffer 
in the abbreviation to which I should 
have to subject it. I shall submit to 
you the reports of the heads of the 
several departments, in which these 
subject's are set forth in careful de- 
taJl, and beg that they may receive the 
thoughtful attention of your commit- 
tees and of all members of the con- 
gress who may have the leisure to 
study them. Their obvious importance, 
as constituting the very substance of 
the 'ausiness of the government, makes 
comment and emphasis on my part un- 
necessary. 
• 


Country la at Peace. 


'The country, I am thankful to say, 


Is at peace with all the world, and 
.many happy manifestations multiply 
about us of. a growing cordiality and 
sense of community of interest among 
the nations, foreshadowing an age of 
•settled peace and good will. More and 
more readily each, decade do the na-. 
tions manifest, their willingness to 
bind themselves by solemn treaty to. 
the processes o£ peace," the processes 
of frankness and fair concession. So 
far .the United States has stood at the 
front of 'such negotiations. She will, 
I earnestly hope and confidently be- 
•lieve, give fresh proof of her sincere 
adherence to 
• the cause of Interna- 


tional friendship by ratifying the sev- 
eral treaties of arbitration awaiting 
renewal by the senate. In addition to 
these, it has been the privilege of the 
department of state to gain the as- 
sent, in principle, of no less than 31 
nations,, representing 
four-fifths 
of 


the population of the world, to the ne- 
gotiation of treaties by which it shall 
be agreed that whenever differences 
of interest or of policy arise which 
cannot be res-Jived by the ordinary 
processes of diplomacy they shall be 
publicly analyzed, discussed, and re- 
ported upon by a tribunal chosen by 
the parties before either nation deter- 
mines Its course of action. 


There is only one possible standard 


by which to determine controversies 
between -the United States and other 
nations, and that is compounded of 
these two elements: Our own honor 
arid our'obligations to the peace of 
the world. 
A test so compounded 


ought easily to be made to govern both 
the establishment of new treaty -obli- 
gations and the interpretation of those 
already assumed. 


Huerta Must Let Go. 


There 1* but one cloud upon our ho- 


rizon. That has'shown itself to the 
south of us, and hangs over Mexico. 
There can be no certain prospect of 
peace in America until General Huerta 
has surrendered his usurped authority 
In Mexico; until it is understood or 
all hands, indeed, that such!pretended 
governments will not be countenanced 
or dealt with by the government of 
the United States. 
We are the 


friends of constitutional government 
in America; we are more 
than 
its 


friends, we are Its'champions: because 
in no other way can our neighbors, to 
whom we would wish in every way to 
make proof of our friendship, work 
out their own development in peace 
and liberty, 
Mexico has no govern- 
ment. The attempt to maintain one 
at the City of Mexico has 
broken 


-down, and a mere military despotism 
has been set up which has hardly more 
than the semblance of national author- 
ity. It originated in the usurpation 
of Victoriano Huerta, who. after a 
brief attempt to play the part of con- 
stitutional president, has at last cast 
aside even the pretense of legal right 
and declared himself dictator. 
As a 


consequence, a condition of 
affairs 


now exists in Mexico which has made 
It doubtful whether even the most

Cither of ,-her own people or of the 
•ltlzen» of other: countries resident 
•vlthin her territory can long be »uc- 
sessfully' »afeguarded, 
and . which 


threatens. If long continued, to inf- 
peril the interests of peace, order and 
tolerable life in the lands Immedi- 
ately to the south of us. Even if the 
usurper had succeeded in his purposes; 
in despite of the constitution'of 
the 


republic: and .the rights of Us people, 
he would have, set up nothing but a 
precarious and hateful power, which 
could have lasted but a little1 while, 
and whose eventful downfall would 
have left the country Ir. a more de- 
plorable condition-than ever. But h? 
has not succeeded. He has..forfeited 
the respect and the moral support 
even of .those who were at one time 
•Billing to see him succeed. Little by 
little he has been completely- isolated. 
By. a little every- day his power and 
prestigo are crumbling and the col- 
lapse is not far away. We shall not, 
I -believe, be obliged to alter our pol- 
icy of watchful waiting. And 
then, 


when the end comes,-we shall hope to 
see constitutional order restored la 
distressed Mexico by the concert and 
energy of such of her leaders as pre- 
fer hie' liberty of their people to their 
own ambitions. 


Currency Reform. 


I turn to matters of domestic con- 


cern. You already have under con- 
sideration a bill-for the reform of our 
system of banking-and currency, for 
which the" country waits with impati- 
ence, as for something fundamental 
to Its whole business life and neces- 
sary to set credit free from arbitrary 
and artificial restraints. 1 need not say 
how earnestly 1 hope for its early en- 
actment into law. I take leave to beg 
that the whole energy and attention 
of the senate be concentrated upon it 
till the matter is successfully disposed 
of. And yet I feel that the request is 
not needed—that the members of that 
great house need no urgiug in this 
service to the country. 
I present to you, in- addition, the 


urgent necessity that special provision 
be made also for facilitating the cred- 
its needed by the farmers of the coun- 
try. The pending currency .bill does 
the farmers a great service. H puts 
them upon an' equal footing with oth- 
er-business men and masters of en- 
terprise, as iC' should; and upon Its 
passage they will find themselves quit 
of many of the difficulties which now 
hamper them in the field of credit. 
The farmers, of course, 
ask 
and 


should be given no special privilege, 
such as extending to them the credit 
of the government itself. What they 
need and should obtain is legislation 
which will make their own abundant 
and substantial credit resources avail- 
able as a foundation for joint, con- 
certed local action in their own be- 
half In getting the capital they must 
use. It is to this we should now ad- 
dress ourselves. 


Allowed to Lag. 


It has. singularly enough, come to 


pass that we have allowed the- Indus- 
try of our farms to lag behind the 
other activities, of th'e'country in Us 
development. I need not stop to tell 
you how fundamental to the life or 
the Nation is the production of its 
food 
Our thoughts may ordinarily 


be concentrated upon the cities and 
tlje hives of industry, upon the cries 
of the crowded market place nnd the 
clangor of the factory, but it is from 
the quiet interspaces of the open val- 
leys and the free hillsides that we 
draw the sources of life and of pros- 
perity, from the farm and the ranch, 
from the forest and the mine. With- 
out these every street would be 'si- 
lent, every office deserted, every fac- 
tory fallen into disrepair. 
And yet 


the farmer does not sUn'd upon the 
same footing with the forester and the 
miner in the market of credit. He is 
the servant of the seasons. 
Nature 


determines how long he must wait for 
his crops, and will not be hurried in 
her-processes. He may give his note, 
but the season of its maturity Wepends 
upon the season when his crop ma- 
tures, lies at the gates of the market 
where his products are sold. And the 
security he gives Is of a character not 
known in the broker's office or as fa- 
miliarly as It might be on the counter 
ot the banker. 


Efficiency In Farming. 


The agricultural department of the 


government is seeking to assist as 
never before to make farming an effi- 
cient business, of wide co-operative ef- 
fort in quick touch with the markets 
for foodstuffs. 
The farmers and the 


government will henceforth work to- 
gether as real partners In this field, 
where we now begin to see our way 
very clearly 'and where many intelli- 
gent plans are already being put into 
execution. The treasury of the Uni- 
ted States has, by a timely and well- 
considered distribution of its depos- 
its, facilitated the moving of the crops 
In the present season and prevented 
the scarcity of available funds too oft- 
en experienced at 
such times. But 


we must not allow ourselves to de- 
pend upon extraordinary expedients. 
We must add the means by which the 
farmer may make his credit constant- 
ly and easily available and command 
when he will the capital by which to 
support and expand his business. We 
lag behind many other great countries 
of the modern world in attempting to 
do this. Systems of rural credit have 
been studied and developed on the 
other aide of the water while we left 
our farmers to shift for themselves^ in 
the ordinary money 
market. 
You 


have but to look about you in any 
rural district to see the result, the 
handicap and embarrassment 
which 


have been put upon those who pro- 
duce our food. 


Study Rural Credit. 


Conscious of this backwardness and 


neglect on our part, the congress re- 
cently authorized the creation of a 
special commission to study the vari- 
ous systems of rural credit 
which 
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Wins Her Hand.

I hope and believe 
tliat the committees of the senate and 
house will addroBB themselves to this 
niatter with the most fruitful results, 
and I believe that the studies and re- 
cently formed plans of the depart- 
itient of agriculture may be made to 
s0rve them very greatly in their work 
of framing appropriate and adequate 
legislation. 
It would bo 
Indiscreet 


and presumptuous in anyone to dog- 
matize upon so great and many-sided 
a] question, but I feel confident that 
cbmmon counsel will produce the re- 
sults we must all desire. 


Let Sherman Law Stand. 


Turn from the farm to the world of 


business which centers in'the city and 
In tho factory, and I think that all 
thoughtful observers will agree that 
the immediate service we owe 
the 


business communities of the country 
Is to prevent private monopoly more 
effectually than it has yet been pro- 
vented. I think it will be easily agreed 
that we should let the Sherman anti- 
trust law stand, unaltered, as it Is, 
with its debatable ground about it, 
but that we should as much as posul- 
ble reduce the area of that debatable 
ground by further and more explicit 
legislation; and should also supple- 
ment that great act 
by 
legislation 


which will not only clarify it but also 
facilitate its administration and make 
it fairer to all concerned. No doubt 
we shall all wish, and the country will 
expect, this to be the central subject 
of our deliberations during the pres- 
ent session; but It is a subject BO 
many-sided and so deserving of care- 
ful and discriminating; discussion that 
I shall take the liberty of addreEBing 
you upon it in a special message at a 
later date than this. H is.of capital 
importance that the business men of 
this country should be relieved of all 
uncertainties of 
law with regard to 


their enterprlsen and Investments and 
a clear path indicated which they can 
U-avel without anxiety. 
Tt is as Im- 


portant that they should bo relieved 
of embarrassment and set 
free 
to 


prosper 
as that 
private 
monopoly 


should be destroyed. 
The ways of 


action should bo thrown wide open. 
! I turn to a subject which I hope 
can be handled promptly and with- 
out serious controversy of any kind. 
I! mean the method of selecting nomi- 
nees for the presidency of the X'nited 
States. I 
feel 
confident 
that 1 


do 
not 
misinterpret 
tho wishes 


or 
the 
expectations 
of 
iho 


country when I urge -the prompt 
enactment of legislation which 
will 


provide tor primary elections through- 
out the country at which the voters of 
the several parties may choose their 
nominees for tho presidency without 
the intervention of nominating cou» 
ventions. 
1 venture the suggestion 


that this legislation should provide 
for the retention of party conventions, 
but only for the purpose of declaring 
and accepting the verdict of the prl- 
maries and formulating tho platforms 
of the parties; and I suggest that 
these conventions should consist not 
of delegates chosen for this single pur- 
pose, but of the nominees for con- 
gress 'the nominees for vacant scats 
In the senate of the United States, the 
senators whoso terms hr.vc not, y«t 
closed, 
the 
national 
committees, 


and the candidates for the presidency 
theinselv-BH, in order that plau'ormfi 
may bo framed by those responsible to 
the people for carryl»S them into ef- 
fect. 


Independence for Philippines. 


Theso are .all matters of vital do- 


mestic concern, and besides them, out- 
side the charmed circle of our own 
national life in which our affections 
command 
us, as well 
us our con- 


sciences; there stand out our obliga- 
tions toward our territories over »^a. 
Here we are trustees. 1'orto 
Rico, 


Hawaii, the Philippines, aro ours, once 
regarded as mere possessions, are no 
longer to be selfishly exploited; they 
are part of the domain of public con- 
science and of serviceable and enlight- 
ened statesmanship. We must admin- 
ister them for the people who live In 
them and with the same sense of re- 
sponsibility to them as toward our 
own people in our domestic affairs. No 
doubt we shall successfully enough 
bind Porto Rico and tho Hawaiian In- 
lands to ourselves by ties of Justco 
and affection, but the performance of 
our duty toward the Philippines Is a 
morn difficult and debatable .matter. 
Wo can satisfy Ihe obligations of gen- 
erous justice toward the - people of 
Porto Rico by giving them the ample 
and familiar rights and privileges ac- 
corded our own citizens In our own 
territory and our obligations toward 
the people of Hawaii by perfecting the 
provisions of seU-governraent already 
granted them, but in the Philippines 
we must go further. 
We must hold 


steadily in view their ultimate inde- 
pendence and we must move toward 
the time' of that 
independence 
a« 


steadily as the way can be eloo.Jil and 
the foundations thoughtfully and per- 
manently laid. 


Test of Responsibility. 


Acting under the 
authority con- 


ferred upon the president by congress, 
I have already accorded the people of 
the islands a majority in both houses 
of their legislative body by appointing 
five instead of 1'our native citizens to 
the membership of the commission. I 
believe that In this 
way

How to Start a Bulky Horse. 


In Lho current Issue of Farm and 


Frcsld.e David Buffum, and expert on 
horses tells as follows how to starUa 
balky horse: 


"If everything else fails, take your 


horse out of tho wagon, and strip off 
all his harness. 
Put on -a halter In 


place of tho bridle. 
Tie the hair of 


his tall into a hard knot. Run the hal- 
ter ropo through the hair of his tall a., 
bovo the knot, draw it until his head 
is pulled well around to his tall, and 
fasten with a half loopUhat can be un- 
tied by a single jerk. Now touch him 
up behind with your whip, and he will 
begin to turn around in a circle. Con- 
tinue this trnatment until he Is dizzy, 
but do not, if you can prevent it, al. 
low him to fall dnwn and hurt him- 
self. Now, while he Is still dizzy and 
dazed, harness him as ctuickly as you 
can, get Into the wagon and start him 
olT. 
You may use your whip If you 


wish, w.hon- ordering him to march on, 
but do not strike.him more than once. 
In nine cases out of ten the horse will 
start after this treatment. If he does 
not, take htm out of the harness at 
once, and repeat the treatment, turn- 
Ing him this time the other way. The 
two points to remember are, first that 
the horso must'be made thoroughly dlz 
•/.y, and, second, that you must use the 
greatest expedition In harnessing him 
and starting him up before he recovers 
from his dizziness, 
The treatment 


will cu,ro the worst balker if only ap- 
plied with judgment." 


ADVOCATES CEMENT 


FOR ROAD 8UILDING 


The .following article appeared In' 


the Madison Wisconsin Democrat of 
November '18,'/1913. 


Concrete' roads will last about 25 


years with practically no repairs be- 
ing-, necessary. . 


Concrete pavements should be'laid 


particularly on the main streets • of. 
villages where the traffic is extraordi- 
narily heavy. 
' 
, 
To maintain macadam roads ade- 


quately the surfaces should be treat- 
ed with .oil ,or some other suitable 
substance. 
Co-operation between 
the 
county 


highway commissioner and the town 
boards Is necessary to insure the best 
results in road building. 


After January 1 part of the cost of 


sur-veys and plans made for roads by 
the state highway commission will 
be charged against the county. 


These matters were brought out by 


A. B. Hirst, chief engineer of the state 
highway commission, in an address .to 
the county board last night. Besides, 
speaking interestingly on road build-. 
Ing and suggesting valuable advice, 
Mr. Hirst answered questions asked, 
by members 'Of the board. 


Mr. Hirst declared that concrete 


pavements are the .cleanest and nicest 
roads and In the long run also the 
cheapest because it does'not cost so 
much to maintain 'them as macadam 
roads. He recommended concrete for 
the main thoroughfares in villages or 
wherever the traffic is extraordinarily 
heavy. 


For . macadam roads he suggested 


.oiling as the most successful treat- 
ment, 
He said that by oiling these 


pavements once a year or every other 
year they will last indefinitely. 


Mr. Hirst recommended that a suf- 


ficient appropriation be made either 
out of the proceeds of the auto license 
tax or from some other source, to 
properly maintain the roads which 
have been built up ,to date. 


According to Mr. Hirst it would 


cost about $6,000 to build a mile of 
concrete road. He said that;after 25 
years of service the foundation would 
be good for any other 
substantial 


pavement which might be laid. 


"After 25 years of service the con- 


crete would be superior to that laid 
on Langdon street this year," said Mr. 
Hirst. 


He declared that at the next legis- 


lature an effort will be made to make 
provision for the building of a certain 
percentage of concrete roads. 


Mr. Hirst complimented W. H, Som- 


mers, county .highway commissioner, 
upon his work. He advised the board 
to acquire more machinery as it will 
be impossible next year to complete 
the work which is laid out with .the 
present outfits. He recalled that some 
years' ago te rohads could ha,ve been 
built cheaper as the cost of labor was 
not as great as now. 


After.January 1, Mr, Hirst explain- 


ed, the state highway commission will 
charge, if the surveys and plans are 
made by Its engineers, ?10 from the 
towns, $15 from the villages and $20 
fro mthe cities.

Washington, Dec. 2.—The following 


Is President Wilson's complete mes- 
sage delivered to congress today: 


In pursuance of my constitutional 


duty to "give to the congress informa- 
tion of the state of the Union," I take 
the liberty of addressing you on sev- 
eral matters which ought, as it seems 
to me, particularly to engage the at- 
tention of your honorable bodies, as 
of all who study the welfare of the 
nation. 


I shall ask your indulgence if I ven- 


ture to depart In some degree from 
the uaual custom of setting before you 
In formal review the -many matters 
which have engaged the attention and 
called for the action of the several 
departments of the government or 
which look to them for early treat- 
ment in the future, because the list 
Is long, very long, and would suffer 
In the abbreviation to which I should 
have to subject It. I shall submit to 
you the reports of the heads of the 
several departments, In which these 
subjects are set forth in careful de- 
lall, and beg that they may receive the 
thoughtful attention of your commit- 
tees and of all members of the con- 
greas who may have the leisure to 
study them. Their obvious importance, 
as constituting the very substance of 
the business of the government, makes 
comment and emphasis on my part un- 
necessary. 


Country Is at Peace. 


The country, I am thankful to say, 


Is at peace with all the world, and 
many happy manifestations multiply 
about us of a growing cordiality and 
sense of community of interest among 
the natious, foreshadowing an age of 
nettled peace and good will. More and 
more readily each decade do the na- 
tions manifest, their willingness to 
bind themselves by solemn treaty to 
the processes of peace, the processes 
of frankness and fair concession. So 
far the United States has stood at the 
front of such negotiations. 
She will, 


I earnestly hope and confidently be- 
lieve, give fresh proof of her sincere 
adherence to the cause of Interna- 
tional friendship by ratifying the sev- 
eral treaties of arbitration awaiting 
renewal by the senate. In addition to 
these, it has been the privilege of the 
department ot state to gain the as- 
sent, in principle, of no less than 31 
nations, representing 
four-fifths 
of 


the population of the world, to the ne- 
gotiation of treaties by which It shall 
be agreed that whenever differences 
of interest or of policy arise which 
cannot be resolved by the ordinary 
processes of diplomacy they shall be 
publicly analyzed, discussed, and re- 
ported upon by a tribunal chosen by 
the parties before either nation deter- 
mines its course of action. 


There is only one possible standard 


by which to determine controversies 
between the United States and other 
nations, and that is compounded of 
these two elements: Our own honor 
and our obligations to the peace of 
the world. 
A test so compounded 


ought easily to be made to govern both 
the establishment of new treaty obli- 
gations and the interpretation of those 
already assumed. 


Huerta Must Let Go. 


There U but one cloud upon our ho- 


rizon. That has shown itself to the 
south of us, and hangs over Mexico. 
There can be no certain prospect of 
peace in America until General Huerta 
has surrendered his usurped authority 
In Mexico; until It is understood or 
all hands, indeed, that such pretended 
governments will not be countenanced 
or dealt with by the government of 
the United States. 
We are the 


friends of constitutional government 
in America; we are more than 
its 


friends, we ar^ its champions; because 
in no other way can our neighbors, to 
whom we would wish In every way to 
make proof of our friendship, work 
out their own development in peace 
and liberty. Mexico has no govern- 
ment. The attempt to maintain one 
at the City of Mexico has 
broken 


down, and a mere military despotism 
has been set up which has hardly more 
than the semblance of national author- 
ity. 
It originated ID the usurpation 


of Victorla.no Huerta, who, after a 
brief attempt to play the part of con- 
stitutional president, has at last cast 
aside even the pretense of legal right 
and declared himself dictator. 
As a 


consequence, a condition of 
affairs 


now exists in Mexico which has made 
It doubtful whether even the most

cessfully 
safeguarded,

threatens, If long continued, to Im- 
peril the interest* of peace, order and 
tolerable life In the land* Immedi- 
ately to the south ot us. Even if the 
usurper had succeeded In hli purposes, 
In despite of the constitution'of the 
republic and the rights of Us people, 
he would have act up nothing but a 
precarious and hateful power, which 
could have lasted but a little" while, 
and whose eventful downfall would 
have left the country Ir. a more de- 
plorable condition than ever. But h? 
has not succeeded. He has,forfeited 
the respect and the moral support 
even of those who were at one time 
willing to see him succeed. Little by 
little he has been completely Isolated. 
By a little every day his power and 
prestige are crumbling ami the col- 
lapse is not far away. We shall not, 
I believe, be obliged to alter our pol- 
icy of watchful waiting. 
And then, 


when the end comes, we shall hope to 
see constitutional order restored In 
distressed Mexico by the concert and 
energy ot guch of her leaders as pre- 
fer the liberty of their people to their 
own ambitions. 


Currency 
Reform. 


I turn to matters ot domestic con- 


cern. You already have under con- 
sideration a bill for the reform ot our 
system of banking.and currency, for 
which the' country waits with Impati- 
ence, as for something fundamental 
to its whole business life and neces- 
sary to set credit free from arbitrary 
and artificial restraints. 1 need not say 
how earnestly 1 hope for its early en- 
actment Into law. I take leave to beg 
that the whole energy and attention 
of the senate be concentrated upon it 
till the matter is successfully disposed 
of. And yet I feel that the request is 
not needed—that the members of that 
great house need no urging in this 
service to the country. 


I present to you, iu addition, the 


urgent necessity that special provision 
be made also for facilitating the cred- 
its needed by the iarmers of the coun- 
try. 
The pending currency bill does 


the farmers u great service. It puts 
them upon an equal footing with oth- 
er business men and masters of en- 
terprise, as it should; and upon its 
passage they will find themselves quit 
of many of the difficulties which now 
hamper them in the field of credit. 
The farmers, of course, 
ask 
and 


should be given no special privilege, 
such as extending to them the credit 
of the government itself. What they 
need and should obtain Is legislation 
which will make their own abundant 
and substantial credit resources avail- 
able as a foundation for joint, con- 
certed local action in their own be- 
half in getting the capital they must 
use. It is to this we should now ad- 
dress ourselves. 


Allowed to Lag. 


It has. singularly enough, come to 


pass that we have allowed the indus- 
try of our farms to lag behlud the 
other activities of th'e 'country In its 
development. I need not stop to tell 
you how fundamental to the life of 
the Nation is the production of its 
food. 
Our thoughts may ordinarily 


be concentrated upon the cities and 
tlje hives of industry, upon the cries 
of (lie crowded market place and the 
clangor of the factory, but it is from 
the quiet interspaces of tlie open val- 
leys and the free hillsides that we 
draw the sources of life and of pros- 
perity, from the farm and (he ranch, 
from the forest and the mine 
With- 


out these every street would be si- 
lent, every office deserted, every fac- 
tory fallen into disrepair. 
And yet 


the farmer does not stand upon the 
same footing with the forester and the 
miner in the market of credit. He is 
the servant of the seasons. 
Nature 


determines how long he must wait for 
his crops, and will not be hurried in 
her processes 
He may give his note, 


but the season of its maturity Depends 
upon the season when his crop ma- 
tures, lies at the gates of the market 
where his products are sold. And the 
security he gives is of a character not 
known in the broker's office or as fa- 
miliarly as it might be on tlie counter 
of the banker. 


Efficiency in Farming. 


The agricultural department of the 


government is seeking to assist as 
never before to make fanning an effi- 
cient business, of wide co-operative ef- 
fort, in quick touch with the markets 
for foodstuffs. 
The farmers and the 


government will henceforth work to- 
gether as real partners in this field, 
where we now begin U> Bee our way 
very clearly and where many intelli- 
gent plans are already being put into 
execution. 
The treasury of tlie Uni- 


ted States has, by a timely and well- 
considered distribution of its depos- 
its, facilitated the moving of the crops 
in the present season and prevented 
the scarcity of available funds too oft- 
en experienced at 
such times. But 


we must not allow ourselves to de- 
pend upon extraordinary expedients. 
We must add Hie means by which the 
farmer may make his credit constant- 
ly and easily available and command 
when he will the capital by which to 
support and expand his business. We 
lag behind many other great countries 
of the modern world in attempting to 
do this. Systems of rural credit have 
been studied and developed on the 
other side of the, water while we left 
our farmers to shift for themselves in 
the ordinary money 
market. 
You 


have but to look about you in any 
rural district to see tha result, the 
handicap and embarrassment 
which 


have been put upon those who pro- 
duce our food. 


Study Rural Credit. 


Conscious of this backwardness and 


neglect on our part, the congress re- 
cently authorized the creation of a 
special commission to study the vari- 
ous systems of rural credit 
which

ills we must all desire. 


Let Sherman Law Stand. 


Turn from the farm to the world of 


business which centers in the city and 
in the factory, and I think that all 
thoughtful observers will agree that 
the immediate service we owe 
the 


business communities of the country 
Is to prevent private monopoly more 
effectually than It has yet been pre- 
vented. I think it will he easily agreed 
that we should let the Sherman anti- 
trust law stand, unaltered, as It IB, 
with Us debatable ground about It, 
but that we should as much as possi- 
ble reduce the area of that debatable 
ground by further and more explicit 
legislation; and should also supple- 
ment that great act 
by legislation 


which will not only clarify It but also 
facilitate its administration and make 
it fairer to all concerned. No doubt 
we shall all wish, and the country will 
expect, this to be the central subject 
of our deliberations during the pres- 
ent session; but it Is a subject BO 
ninny-sided and so deserving of care- 
ful and discriminating discussion that 
I shall take the liberty of addressing 
you upon it in a special message at a 
later date than this. H Is ot capital 
importance that the business men of 
this country should be relieved of all 
uncertainties of 
law with regard to 


their enterprises and Investments and 
a clear path Indicated which they can 
travel without anxiety. 
It IB as Im- 


portant that they should be relieved 
of embarrassment and set 
frro 
to 


prosper 
as that 
private 
monopoly 


should be dcbtroycd. 
The ways of 


action should lie thrown wide open. 


I turn lo a subject which 
I hope 


Ian be handled promptly and with- 
ul serious controversy of any kind. 


I; mean the method of selecting nomi- 
nees for the presidency of the United 
States. 
I feel 
confident 
that I 


do 
not 
misinterpret 
the wishes 


or 
the 
expectations 
of 
the 


country when I urge the prompt 
enactment of legislation which 
will 


provide for primary elections through- 
out the country at which the voters of 
the several parties may choose their 
nominees for Ihe presidency without 
the intervention of nominating coi» 
ventlons. 
1 venture the suggestion 


that this legislation should provide 
for the retention of party conventions, 
but only for the purpose of declaring 
and accepting the verdict of the pri- 
maries and formulating the platforms 
of the parties; and I suggest that 
these conventions should consist not 
of delegates chosen for this single pur- 
pose, but of the nominees for con- 
gress, the nominees tor vacant scats 
In the senate of the United States, the 
senators whoso terms hrve not y«t 
closed, 
tho 
national 
comrolUeeti, 


and the candidates for the presidency 
themselves, in order that platforms 
may bo framed by those responsible to 
the people for carrying them iulo of- 
feet. 


Independence for Philippine*. 


These are all matters of vital do- 


mestic concern, and besides thorn, out- 
side the charmed circle of our own 
national lif« In which our affections 
command 
us, as well 
us our con- 


sciences, there stand out our obliga- 
tions toward our territories over BOB. 
Here we are 
trustees 
Porto 
Rico, 


Hawaii, the Philippines, are ours, once 
regarded as mere possessions, are no 
longer to be selfishly exploited; they 
are part of the domain of public con- 
science and of serviceable and enlight- 
ened statesmanship 
We must admin- 


ister them for the people who live In 
them and with the same sense of re- 
sponsibility to them as toward our 
o\\n people in our domostlc affairs. Xo 
doubt we shall successfully enough 
bind Porto Rloo and tbe Hawaiian is- 
land:! to ourselves by ties of jnbtce 
and affection, but the performance of 
our duty toward the Philippines Is a 
more difficult and debatable .matter. 
Wo can satisfy the obligations of gen- 
erous justice toward the 
people of 


Porto Rico by giving them the ample 
and familiar rights and privileges ac- 
corded our own citizens In our own 
territory and our obligations toward 
the people of Hawaii by perfecting the 
provisions of self-government already 
granted them, but in the Philippine!) 
we must go further. We must hold 
steadily in vinw their ultimate Inde- 
pendence, and we must move toward 
the time of that 
independence 
an 


steadily as the way can be clea jd and 
the foundations thoughtfully and per- 
manently laid. 


Tett of Responsibility. 


Arting under the authority con- 


ferred upon the president by congress, 
I have already accorded the people of 
the islands a majority la both houses 
of their legislative body by appointing 
five instead of four native citizens to 
the membership of tbe commission.

This holds exactly the same truth 
value as the old-time idea that the 
smart boy o£ the family ought to be- 
come a lawyer- The result of th's 
teaching Is sure to be a lot of square 
pegs in round holes—bojs with no 
liking for farm life, ,no ability to mas- 
tor its business side, no mechanical 
skill :klrudg-ing their lives away, in an 
uncongenial 
calling. 
Unfortunately 


not every boy is adaptable enough to 
make a good farmer. When tne._lawr 
yer. who.finds his own profession sad- 
ly over-crowded, urges the cpuntr- 
boy to. become a farmer, .perhaps'; 1 
does not occur to him to say what kind 
of a farmer he .means. .-Some thirty 
separate and'distinct lines of business 
march under that name "farmer." 
Each, to be profitable, requires a high 
degree of skill and business foresight. 
It is no disparagement" of successful; 
bankers and attorneys and merchants 
to say that theirs is the easier task — 
that to make money'on'the farm, and 
by farming rather than from the rise 
in land values, is a bigger job than to 
run the average mercantile business. 
Before we insist that :the. boy stay '.on- 
the farm we ought to make sure that 
he belongs there. 
.Without question 


the farm is going to be' desirable -In 
the years to come, but jit is .going to 
take special ability to hold one's own 
in the profession of agriculture. It' in 
sheer waste of mankind to1 make a. 
bungling farmer out of a good lawyer 
or banker. 
It is bad social uplift to 


imbue the boy with the idea'that farm 
life Js easy. 
The dollars come about 


as hard there as anywhere in

world. If he chooses the farm as- the 
place where he desires to work • out 
the.problem of living, the young man 
should do so with a mind clear to>. the 
fact that his is the most exacting pro- 
fession «f all, and that he must be 
workman, student, business man,..and 
scientlst'all in one.

Iiop-Sided Advice. 


Some of our most cherished idea* 


are not worth the powder to blow 
them up. For instance, this new one 
everybody is preaching So vigorously 
that the boy ought to stay on the farm. 
This holds exactly the some truth 
value an the old-time idea that the 
smart boy of the family ought to be- 
come a lawyer. 
The result of this 


teaching is sure to be a lot of square 
pegs in round holes—boys with no 
liking for farm life, .no ability to mas- 
ter its business side, no mechanical 
skill, drudging their lives away in an 
uncongenial 
calling. Unfortunately 


not every boy is adaptable enough to 
make a good farmer. When the law- 
yer, who finds his own profession sad- 
ly over-crowded, urges the countrv 
boy to become a farmer, perhaps it 
does not occur to him to say what kind 
of a farmer he means. 
Some thirty 


separate and distinct lines of business 
march under that name "farmer." 
Each, to be profitable, requires a high 
degree of skill and business foresight. 
It is no disparagement of successful 
bankers and attorneys and merchants 
to say that theirs is the easier tasl;— 
that to make money on the farm, and 
by farming rather than from the rise 
in land values, is a bigger job than to 
run the average mercantile business. 
Before we insist that the boy stay on 
the farm we ought to me.ke sure that 
he belongs there. 
Without question 


the farm is going to be desirable in 
the years to come, but it is going to 
take special ability to hold one's own 
in the profession of agriculture. It in 
sheer waste of mankind to make a 
bungling farmer out of a. good lawyer 
or banker. It is bad social uplift to 
imbue the boy with the idea that farm 
life is easy. The dollars come about 
as hard there as anywhere in the 
world. If he chooses the farm as the 
place where he desires to work out 
the problem of living, the young man 
should do so with a mind clear to the 
fact that his is the most exacting pro- 
fession of all, and that he must be 
workman, student, business man, and 
scientist all in one. Given a healthful 
home and school life the average coun- 
try boy will work out his 
problem 


for himself. We need remember that 
our position as advisor or parent does 
not rightfully permit us to work it 
out for him; the less so when we at- 
tempt to deal with boys as a class, and 
not with the individual boy.—Farm 
Stock and Home.

Improved Lifeboat Tackle, 


A number of annoying delays are apt' 


to happen when it is desired to launch 
a lifeboat in an emergency at sea. One 
of tho most common mishap's of; this, 
kind results from the tackle twisting 
while tho boat is being lowered, so; 
that ono end of tho boat stops in mid- 
air, while the other proceeds on its 
journey to the sea' below; 
'Which 


means that those who may be in the 
boat aro dumped into the water, and 
the boat is lost. This has'boen over- 
come by the invention of a mariner 
who has designed a lifeboat tackle 
which cannot twist or become fouled, 
Each of the lower blocks' Is fitted - 
with a cap covering the upper half of 
tho block, and through this the ropes, 
are passed, as well as through, .the 
other sheave holes of the block. The 
effect Is to prevent the block turning 
by tho action of the rope, as some- 
times happens, the tendency to twist 
being taken care of by a rod which ex- 
tends from one of-tho blocks .to the 
other, holding tho two in the same, 
relative position.

the general reader and to teachers and 
pupils who are studying- the geography 
of the state. It treats in a very simple, 
pleasing manner the relation of the 
development of the industries of Wis- 
consin to the underlying geographic 
causes. 
It points out how locution, 


climate topography, transportation, 
natural resoudces and the stage of 
development of the state have influenc- 
ed its industrial activities. 


Numerous maps and illustrations

maps showing the location of \.'iriuus 
Industries, such a.s woodworking fac- 
tories, rnetalworking shops, paper and 
puip mills, breweries, brick ^nrds, 
creameries and cheese factories.

The development of the lumber in- 


dustry is traced from the time when 
only rough lumber was produced to 
the present time when then- is a flour- 
ishing industry with many plants de- 
voted to turning out finished wood 
products of various kinds, and the 
reasons for this 
development 
are 


shown. 


The concentration of certain indus- 


tries in particular sections, such as 
the great development of paper and 
Wisconsin river valleys, is jxiinliid 
out and the reasons for this fact ex- 
plained. 


Many other interesting (|iiestinns 


are discussed in the bulletin, such as 
the influence of transportation facili- 
ties on the development of our Wis- 
consin industries, why certain indus- 
tries are declining and why cithers are 
rapidly increasing in importance, why 
certain crops are grown in some parts 
of the state- and not in others.

MORE MOISTURE FOR 


OUR LIVING ROOM 


"Too often we do not supply our 


living rooms with a sufficient amount 
of moisture to safeguard our health 
properly," says Laura M. Stewart, In- 
structor in home economics in the U- 
niverslty of Wisconsin. 


"One reason for so much throat and 


nose trouble during the winter months 
Is that the mucous lining is deprived of 
Its necessary moisture, making it less 
resistant to germs. This lack of mois- 
ture also causes the furniture to cracjk 
and spread at the joints." 


In country homes where neither hot 


water nor steam heat is used, the 
housewife may have the air sufficient- 
ly moist by keeping a small basin Of 
wau-r on the back of the stove. 
In 


houses heated by furnace or the hot 
air system, Miss Stewart recommends 
the us*- of a wooden bench open at 
each and which may be fastened over 
the rc.gi.ster. 
I'nder the bi-nch and a- 


hoM- the hut air register, may be at- 
tached a series of narrow metal ves- 
sels held together by metal bars. These 
vcsels filled with water allow evapor- 
ation enough to counteract the diy- 
nc-ss of the* air in the room. 


A de\ ice to be used with hot water 


or steamheating systems consists of a 
long, narrow vessel made to fit be- 
tween the w a l l and radiator. This dish 
or container which can be made by any 
tinner, is prmicled with hooks to clamp 
oxer the i od between the coils where 
it will bu held securely in place. When 
filled with water the slow evaporation 
Will increase' the relative moisture of 
the air and the heated air currents 
will distribute it.

Research Ha* Proved That Light Ray* 


Are Not Responsible for Collapse 


Known as "Sunstroke."

due to the light rays, but solely to 
heat.

Representative Bathrlck Thinks His 


Plan of Government Aid to Guar- 
antee System I* Better and Safer 
Than Competitive Method. 


By GEORGE CLINTON. 


Washington.—Recently Secretary of 


the Navy Daniels spoke at 
several 


large cities in the west on the pros- 
pect of better times for the farmers 
of the country, incidentally as the re- 
sult of tariff and currency legislation, 
but specifically perhaps as the result 
of legislation 
establishing a rural 


credit system. 
The hopes which Mr. 


Daniels held out of beneficent accom- 
plishment were highland the Demo- 
crats hope of course that bis prophe- 
cies will be justified by the facts of 
the future. In one of his speeches In 
the west the "secretary of the sailors" 
said: 


"The new tariff will remove from 


the farmer the excessive charges for 
every article needed in cultivation 
and in the home, and will cheapen 
the living of the farmer. 
The new 


currency bill that will soon be a law 
will be followed by wise legislation 
providing for rural credits and for ef- 
fective laws which will be put into ex- 
ecution against all forms of monop- 
oly. 
These blessings are almost in 


sight and their gradual unfolding will 
mean a uew and a better day for the 
dwellers on the farms." 


Senator Fletcher of Florida is 
at 


work on 
rural 
credits 
legislation 


which will be a part of the adminis- 
tration program for the winter ses- 
sion of congress. A commission has 
been studying rural credits and will 
submit findings which will be put into 
bill form aud it is probable that 
If 


the president gives his sanction the 
opinions of the commission put into 
legislative form eventually will 
be- 


come the law of the land. 


To Consult McAdoc and Houston. 
This matter of rural credits is large- 


ly a treasury matter, and it is expect- 
ed that Secretaries McAdoo and Hous- 
ton must be reckoned with before the 
legislation Is accomplished, just as 
one of them had to be reckoned wlih 
prior to the final framing 
of 
the 


Glass currency bill. Just how much 
Mr. McAdoo has had to do with the 
suggestions already put forth in con- 
gress for a proper form for rural cred- 
its legislation does not appear. 
It 


seems likely, however, that the presi- 
dent will insist that Mr. McAdoo and 
Mr. Houston agree before anything 
definite is done. 


Representative E. R. Bathrick of 


Ohio has prepared 
a rural 
credit 


measure in which it is said that the 
farmers of the country show deep in- 
terest 
Mr. Bathrick says, perhaps 


superfluously, that the heart of the 
farm credit matter is lending money 
at a lower cost and on better terms 
than at present. Mr. Bathrick has 
been going from one farmers' con- 
vention to another 
explaining 
the 


terms of the bill. 


It seems to be the Ohioan's idea, 


and it possibly may be the one 
that will take with the house of rep- 
resentatives, that government aid is 
the surest way of guaranteeing a 
farm credit system for this country. 
It is said that there are two gen- 
eral systems for giving cheap money 
to fanners, one the Bathrick plan and 
the other that looking to the forma- 
tio,n of farmers' co-operative societies 
through which 
they 
can 
borrow 


money for themselves. Both these 
systems were studied by the Ameri- 
can congressional commission which 
spent some time in Europe digging 
into the subject. 


Danger in Co-Operative Plan? 


The co-operative plan has its ad- 


nerenta and they are forceful in pre- 
senting their views of the question. 
The Ohio representative seems to 
think, however, that such a system 
would run the. danger of falling into 
the hands of the "Wall Street finan- 
ciers." He thinks the government it 
self should 
accept 
the 
mortgages, 


and on this security Issue bonds, the 
proceeds from the sale on which could 
be lurnishcd to the mortgage givers 
at a maximum interest rate of four 
and a half per cent. Mr. Bathriek 
seemingly has ideas that some people 
would call merely progressive and 
others would call radical. He says 
taut the government 
would derive 


profits' from „ the transactions 
de- 


scribed and that if he can get hla 
ideas into legislative form these pro- 
fits will be applied to the building of 
country roads. 


"Let the government be the lender 


on the farm mortgage," urges Mr. 
Rathrick. "That ie the only sure way 
to lower the interest rate. Not a cent 
of the taxpayer's money need be used 
The government can borrow and lend. 
It can be the trustee for the lender 
and borrower, take no risk, and make 
proiil for the whole people. 


"The laborer in the city will not 


complain. The money lender will com- 
plain in the name of labor, but actual- 
ly for himself. Jjabor knows that gov- 
ernment loans to farmers will help 
farm production and take the farm 
boys' competition out of the city." 


Plans for Canal Zone Rule. 


By direction of President Wilson, 


Secretary of War Garrison recently 
visited the Panama Canal /Cone to 
study conditions there and to report 
on all matters connected with the 
canal as it is and on questions con- 
cerning the form of government on the

The main point to bear 
in mind at present, In the face of this 
difference of opinion, is that their is\ 
no apparent intention on the 
part 


of

the 
United 


States to abolish the commission for 
It mouths, and that whatever contro- 
versy there may be between tho chief 
engineer'and the head of the depart 
ment of civil administration, it baa no 
bearing on the government of the ca- 
nal for many months to come. 


All to Share In Honor. 


It perhaps is possible that the chief 


engineer would like to be made gov- 
ernor of the Zono and to be the sole 
representative of the isthmian canal 
present in official capacity when the 
waterway 'finally is opened, but 
it 


seems certain to men in Washington 
that the president has determined to 
keep the commission intact until the 
work finally is completed and to give 
all of those who have had a share in 
the building of the waterway an op- 
portunity to share in the honors of 
the "completing occasion.'" 


AH discussion concerning the differ- 


ences 
of opinion between Colonel 


Goethals and Mr. Metcalfe concern- 
ing plans as to the final form of gov- 
ernment for the Canal Zone has no 
connection whatever with the work 
of completing the canal. It is a pure- 
ly academic discussion, for the matter 
is one tor the congress of the United 
States to take up or not as it sees fit. 


In August, 1912, congress passed a 


law for the permanent operation of. 
the canal and for the permanent gov- 
ernment of the Zone. This law pro- 
vides for one-man government. Mr. 
Metcalfe favors a change in the law 
so as to make it provide for a commis- 
sion of three, one to be an engineer 
officer of the army, one to be versed 
in tropical sanitation and one to be 
a civilian who is to bs the head of 
the department of civil administra- 
tion. This plan has many friends in 
congress and it may be that the ad- 
ministration finally will come to con- 
sider it as the best plan offered. It is 
not at all unlikely that Mr. Bryan re- 
regards this commission plan as the 
best one which haa been suggested. 


Won't Wait for Trutt Reports. 


It seems likely that while congress 


at the regular session is discussing 
anti-trust legislation the government's 
commissioner of corporations, Joseph 
E. Davies, will be making'an investi- 
gation of the methods of the big cor- 
porations as they exist, later to make a 
report to the administration thereon. 
In Washington one hears considerable 
comment because of the apparent in- 
tention of congress to legislate on a 
subject while the subject is being in- 
vestigated to determine the facts in 
the case. 


It is probable that President Wilson 


thinks there have been investigations 
enough and reports enough in the past 
to enable the lawmakers to go ahead 
with the work of restoring the compe- 
titive conditions in trade which ths 
Democrats seem to think it is possible 
to re-establisli. It ie still the feeling 
of men who seem to know, that the 
president will carry out his "one thing 
at a time" program and will not ask 
congress to consider any question ex- 
cept anti-trust legislation at the time 
that the subject is under discussion. 


The tailff law has gone into effect 


and is now working along its course 
to the end of good or of evil. While 
the law is being tested by actual op- 
eration a bureau of tho department of 
commerce is studying customs mat- 
ters apparently to find out definitely 
whether the law In the main is right 
or wrong. The thought seemg to be 
that if the investigators discover that 
hardship is being worked by one sec- 
tion of the bill, correction can be 
made by the party In power. 


Quantities of Data on Hand. 


Therp are enough reports which 


have followed trust investigations in 
the past to provide material for a book- 
shelf of public documents. Some of 
these investigations were instigated 
by the Demoef'ats when they were Iu 
the minority in congress, and some of 
them were instigated by progressive 
Republicans. 
Taking it for granted 


thai the officials who did the investi- 
gating did it honestly, President Wil- 
son has enough data on the affairs of 
all the trusts Irom Standard, Oil to a 
shoe string combination to enable Mm 
to write a ilozen messages to congress 
on the "Inequalities and iniquities" in 
every case.

When the canal was finished, all 


this huge machinery became useless. 
The directors were slow to scrap thcfr 
camels and their omnibuses, and came 
perilously near ruin before accepting 


the canal as a blessing.

Thomas Sutherland the credit is due 
of adapting the great fleet to modern 
conditions. The first P. and 0. eteam- 
ship, the \Villiam Fawcett, was 209 
tons and 
C'O horsepower.

Improved Lifeboat Tackle. 


A number of annoying delays are apt 


to happen when it is desired to launch 
a lifeboat in an emergency at sea. One 
of the most common mishaps of. this, 
kind results from the tackle twisting 
while the boat is being lowered, so 
that one end of the boat stops in mid- 
air, 
while the other proceeds on its 


Journey to the sea 
below. 
Which 


means that those who may be in the 
boat are dumped into the water, and 
the boat is lost. This has'beeu over- 
come by the invention of a mariner 
who has designed a lifeboat tackle 
which cannot twist or become fouled. 
Each of the lower blocks is fitted 
with a cap covering the upper half of 
the block, and through this the ropes 
are passed, as well as through the 
other sheave holes of the block. The 
effect Is to prevent the block turning 
by the action of the rope, as some- 
times happens, the tendency to twist 
being taken care of by a rod which ex- 
tends from one of the blocks to the 
other, holding the two in the same 
relative position.

Improved Lifeboat Tackle. 


A mimoer of annojing delays are apt 


to happen when it is desired to launch 
a lifeboat in an emergency at sea. One 
of the most common mishaps of this 
kind results from the tackle twisting 
while the boat is being lowered, so 
that one end of the boat stops in mid- 
air, 
while the other proceeds on its 


journey to the 
sea 
below. 
Which 


means that those who may be in the 
boat aie dumped into the water, and 
the boat is lost. This has been over- 
come by the invention of a mariner 
who has designed a lifeboat tackle 
which cannot twist or become fouled. 
Each of the lower blocks is fitted 
with a cap covering the upper half of 
the block, anil through this the ropes 
are passed, as well as through the 
other sheave holes of the block. The 
effect is to prevent the block turning 
by the action of the rope, as some- 
times happens, the tendency to twist 
being taken care of by a rod which ex- 
tends from one of the blocks to the 
other, holding the two In the sam« 
relative position.

However, they had him removed to his 
home where they labored until after 
1:00 o'clock Tuesday morning in the 
hope they might be able to save his 
life. 
But at 1:40 the spirit took, its 


flight. 


Mr. Brada was born in Russia-Po- 


land in LS7S, therefore was thirty-five 
years old. He came to America after 
he had reached manhood and had liv- 
cd in Nekoosa seven or eight years. He 
was married and leaves besides his 
widow a family oi' five children, 'all of 
whom are too small to be ot assistance 
to their mother in the matter of earn- 
ing a livelihood'.
